The "Seafull" r»n operate from an aerodrome, an air- 
craft carrier, an ordinary man-of-war which has a launching 
catapult, or a flying-boat bnar. 

It haa been deiigned with catapult launching in view and 
for that reaion ie Iremendourly itrong, mo that it can wilh- 
aland llie i-oniidcrsbie atretsea thia type of launching 
involvea. 

Catapult launching enabira the “ Seagull ” to be ahot off 
from the deck of a carrier ahip or from a cruiaer, carry out 
an aerial patrol, and then either land on ita whecia on the 
carriar'a dock or else retract the wheela completely into 
wing receaaee and land near the cruiaer like an ordinary 
flying-boat. Then K can be boiated by means of a crane on 
to the cruiaer'a deck.

The History of Rocket Mails 

T he first pece of i!.ail vtei to be larried 
y a rodcei a-Aually (ravelled no Uislauce 
bctizonCaily. 

It was iu tile nstnre of nil experiment, and 
was sent up vertically from Dicliugen. near 
Osuubriiek, in Germany, by Reinliolii Tiling, 
n (Jeraian rouketor, on .April 15. 19S1. 

It carried 188 postcardR. and the rocket 
attained n height of 1,800 metres, landing 
nc.H' the place of staiA. Tlie invds v.’ere 
accopted aucl rcdispatched hy the jiost office. 

Harr Tiling was unfortunately killed by 
an explosion of one nf his rockets in 1933. 

Thfl first real rocket post came into being 
m Clva?.. in .Auetris. when mails were flown
